— President Sa- 
dat yesterday lashed out against 
Zionism while answering ques”

Asked by a reporter why Egypt 
had supported the UN resolution 
equating Zionism with Racism, Sa- 
dat declared ‘that Zionism has 
brought the Middle East “bitter- 
ness, violence, hatred, and killing.” 

Mopping his flughed face with 8 
white handkerchief while insisting 
that he was not against the “Jews, 
(but) we are against Zionism,” Sa- 
det charged that until 1952, Jews 
and Arebs lived peacefully, “side- 
by-side,” .m Egypt, despite the fact 
"that they (Jews) had our economy 
in 'theiy hands.” 

Sadat, who in response to an- 
other question noted that Israel “is 
8. fact” and that Egypt would sign 
& peace agreement with it, never- 
theless defended the anti-Zionism 
campaign being waged by the Arabs 
and their supporters. 

Sadat also called for the inter- 
nationalization of the entire city 
of Jerusalem as part of an overall 
peace settlement in the Middle East. 

He urged the U.S. which has 
“more than 90 per cent of the 
cards in its hand,” to be more 
forceful in promoting an Israeli 
withdrawal on the Golan Heights 
and the, resumotion of. Geneva 
peace negotiations with full Pales- 
finian representation. 

To demonstrate what he eaid 
waa the extent of the Jewish con- 
trol of the Egyptian economy be- 
fore 1952, Sadat recalled that he 
had attempted to purchase a radio 
in 1950 but he was unable to do 50 
because he was “an tian soldier” 
who had fought against Israel. “All 
of the dealers ‘(of Radios) were in 
the hamds of the Jews," Sadat said.

Sadat said that he could not be 
‘accused of being “anti-Semitic” be- 
cause, as an Arab, he is a “Semite.” 
Until Zionism, the Egyptian leader 
said, “we had the Jews living in our 
country on an equal basis.” He said 
that Egyptians had not “complained” 
that the Egyptian economy was in 
“the hands of the Jews” until 1952, 
the time of the revolution, 

Jews in Europe had been perse- 
cuted, Sadat conceded, but not in the 
Arab world. 

Sadat’s outburst against Zionism 
and Jewish domination of the Egypt- 
jan economy was certain to arouse 
concern in Israel and the American 
Jewish community, 

Egypt had supported the antl- 
Zionist resolution in the UN Social 
Committee, although American offi- 
elals have claimed that the Egypt- 
jans, being Moslem and Arab, were 
left with no alternative because of 
the pressure exerted against them 
by more radical Arabs, 

In calling for internationalization 
of Jerusalem, the Egyptian leader 
went beyond the customary Arab de- 
mand that Israel give up the Old 
City. "No Arab, either Moslem or 
Christian, will agree at any time 
to Israeli sovereignty over old Jeru- 
salem," he said. Moreover, Sadat 
went on, “internationalizing should 
not be done for the Arab sector alone 
but for all of Jerusalem.” 

As for the Palestinians, Sadat said, 
“they must take their share” at the 
Geneva conference. “They are the 
core of the problem in the Middle 
East," he said. “If we do not solve 
the problem we don't have peace.” 

In response to a question, the 
Egyptian leader ¢id not mule out 
using any U.S. arms he may receive 
against Israel. The United Nations 
Charter, Sadat said, gives his nation 
“the right for self-defence.” 

Sadat'a attack against Zionism, 
with top American officials sitting 
at the Press Club Dais, was certain 
to throw a damper on what the Ford 
Administration had hoped would be 
a triumphant, historic visit. 

During his meeting with Ford and 
Kissinger at the White House, Sadat 
discussed his request for arms aid 
from the U.S. White House spokes- 
man Ron Nessen later confirmed 
that the officials had “discussed” this 
issue but no “commitments” by the 
U.S. were made. 

Sadat, calling the meeting with 
Ford “marvellous,” also said that they 
had discussed the controversial arms 
issue only in general terms. He said 
that he had not brought a “shopping 
list" to Washington. 

Egyptian spokesman Tahsin Ba- 
shir tola reporters that Ford and 
Sadat had αἴϑο discussed “the ur- 
gent" need to get Israeli-Syritan 
negotiations off the ground. 

Sadat, who was greeted with a 
standing ovation from the luncheon 
guests, was only politely applauded 
following the address, presumably 
because of the attack against Jews

Blast in downtown Jerusalem

A. 15-kilo bomb, hidden in a car, 
exploded early yesterday morning 
in front of the Eyal Hotel in down- 
town Jerusalem, shattering windows 
along a 100-metre stretch of Sham~- 
mai Street but causing only slight 
injuries to & dozen persons, 
Although the bomb was three 
times as powerful as the one which 
killed 15 persons in Zion Square 
three months ago, there was not a 


'| single serious injury because of the 


hour. The device went off at 6:48 
am. when there was virtually no 


one. in the street or the adjacent 
botel lobby. Most of the injuries 
were suffered by hurt by 


“flying glass in their apartments. 


The bomb had been hidden in a 
white Peugeot 504 belonging to 8 
woman fram East Jerusalem who 
told police it had been stolen the 
night before from outside a home 
she owns in Ramallah. It had 
been placed during the night in 8 
no-parking space in front of the 
hotel. 

In the hotel were 120 guests, most 
from Germany, the U.S. and Swit- 
zerland, Breakfast was to be served 


at 7 am. and two tour groups to- 
talling some 45 persons were to be 
picked by buses outside the hotel 
at 8 am. 

An Israeli guide who was to lead 
one of the groups was looking out 
of an upper storey window in the 
hotel to see if there was parking 
space for the bus that was due to 
arrive later when he saw the car 
exploding,

declaring that with

Yael must move to new fronts and 
to new issues.”

Ford did not specify which “new 
fronts” and “new issues" he was 
referring to, but on Sunday, in a 
television interview, President Sa. 
dat called for a new round of Is. 
Tael-Syrian negotiations to preceed 
@ reconvening of the Geneva Middle 
East peace conference. 

Sadat, who was politely applauded 
by the several hundred tourists and 
government workers who had been 
assembled on the front lawn of the 
White House, asserted that Egypt 
“shall always work for peace toge- 
ther" with the U.S. in an effort to 
sone it “for the coming genera- 

Sadat thanked President Ford and 
the American people for “what you 
have done and what you have stri- 
ved (to do)... to make it possible 
for great events to happen in the 
area where we live,. the most dan- 
@erous area in the whole world.” 

As Sadat inspected the honour 
guard with Ford, he waved to the 
crowd, smiling and obviously plea- 
sed by the warm reception. 

Ford's brief statement welcoming 
the Egyptian leader — the first 
visit ever by an Egyptian head 
of state to the U.S. —- was summarily 
designed to reassure Sadat of con- 


tinuing U.S. support. Ford, reading 
from a prepared text, said. 

“The United States Government 
respects your far-sighted statesman. 
ship and wisdom and your unswerv- 
ing dedication to the wellbeing of 
the Egyptian people and to all of 
the Arab people. You, Mr. Presi- 
dent, have helped to bring about his- 
toric new developments in the Mid. 
dle East. It is our fervent hope 
that these developments will lead 
to a durable peace for all the people 
of that region.” 

Later, Ford again hailed Sadat: 
“Your sincerity, your moderation 
and your wisdom have made an im- 
Pression on all who have come in 
contact with you. I am delighted 
that your visit to Washington and 
to other American cities will permit 
More of our people to know you 
personally.” 

Sadat and Ford first met in 
Salzburg, Austria, last June and 
were widely reported ta have been 
mutually impressed. After the wel- 
coming ceremony yesterday, Ford 
and Sadat sat down in the Oval 
Office for their first of several of- 
ficial meetings. 

Sadat arrived in the U.S. on 
Sunday evening and stayed over- 
night in colonial Williamsburg, Vir~ 

where he was greeted by 
Secretary of State Henry Kissinger. 
He flew by helicopter to Washing- 
ton yesterday morning. 

Last night he was the guest of 
honour at a formal state dinner 
given by President and Mrs. Ford 
at the White House. Today he con- 
tinues talke with Ford and Kis- 
singer, 88 well as with Secretary 
of Defence James Schiesinger. 

Sadat ia primarily interested in

Meanwhile, a letter has been re- 
ceived here from the Milchan Com. 
pany, confirming that they will 


transfer all moneys received, in ex-. 


cess of their $175,000 expenses ac- 
count, to the Defence Ministry. 
Since this sum ‘does not represent 


an addition to the Hawk deal bill 
and is being made at the initiative 
of the Raytheon Corporation, the 
Hawk manufacturers, the Defence 
Ministry will, at this stage, voice 
no objections, it is learned. 

It is understood that the Milchan 
Bro.hers company has agreed, that 
ecause the Hawk missile sale is 
between two states, they do not 
consider themselves entitled to any 
commission. 


The point that still remains to 
be clarifled is how the Milchan 
Brothers became involved in the 
deal in the first place — unlike 
the first Hawk sale to Israel in 
which there were no middlemen. 

The new deal is for the sale of 
& more sophisticated version of the 
anti-aircraft missile. 

No comment from the Milchan 
Company could be obtained here 
yesterday. It {s understood that the 
Principal person in the deal, Arnon 
Milchan, is now in Paris. 


Larger subsidies for 
political parties

The political parties represented 
in the Knesset will get larger sub- 

sidies from this month. 

This decision was taken yester- 
day, in the Knesset Finance Com- 
mittee, which is responsible for 
fixing the size and conditions of 
the subsidies provided for under 
the Party Financing Law. 

The Committee decided to raise 
the basic “financing unit” accord- 
ing to which the subsidies are 
granted, from its present IL292,000 
to IL420,000. This is the sum which 
each faction gets per Knesset Mem- 
ber returned in the elections with 
a view to covering the election 
campaign expenses involved. 

Five per cent of this basic unit, 
moreover, are also allocated to each 
faction, per Knesset Member per 
month, for the purpose of financing 
the party’s current operations. 

A one-man faction, which ΗΠ 
now was subsidised to the tune 
of IL14,600 per month will now 
get 1%21,000. 

The Finance Committee based its 
unanimous decision on the calcula- 
tion that since April 1974, when the 
current rate was fixed, the cost- 
of-living index has gone up about 
44 per cent. a 

The large factions only are re- 
presented on the Knesset Finance 
Committee: the Alignment, the 
Likud and the National igious 
Party while the Independent Lib- 
erals have one member, ex gratia.

Rabin : Not enough money 
to solve social problems

TEL AVIV. — Although a great 
deal has changed over the past three 
years since the first World Con- 
ference of Jews of North African 
Origin was held, three problems still 
stand before Israel — security, the 
necessity of creating a just society, 
and maintaining close relations with 
Jews in the diaspora. 

This was pointed out last night by 
Prime Minister Rabin in his ad- 
dress to the second World Confe- 
rence. His speech, as well as those 
of other speakers, was disrupted by 
heckling from Black Panther ac- 
tivists led by Shalom Cohen. 

The Prime Minister noted with 
regard to security that Israel was 
Prepared to take risks, as demon- 
strated by the recent interim Sinai 
agreement, but the country must 
also insure her military strength. 
When Rabin began mentioning 
figures, T.22.4b. for defence, 
TL19.1b. for welfare, and IL120m. 
for a variety of social measures, 
the Black Panthers shouted that this 
was “insufficient.” The Prime Min- 
ister answered that he also believed 
this was insufficient. :

Port work dispute 
‘not a strike’

Allon receives cable of explanation 
‘Herzog was misunderstood’

Haim Herzog, Israel's Ambas- 
sador to the UN, has asserted 
that he meant no criticism of the 
Embassy in Washington in his 
controversial remarks to the Con- 
ference of Presidents of Major 
American Jewish Organizations 
in New York on Friday. 

Herzog’s assertion came in a cable 
to Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 
yesterday. He sent it following me- 
dia reports that several Cabinet 
Ministers had attacked him at Sun. 
day's Cabinet meeting for his re- 
marks. 

On Friday Herzog seemed to cri- 
ticize American Jewry for passivity 
during the struggle against the anti- 
Zionism resolution at the UN Third 
Committee. When asked what Israel 
was “doing” to mobilize opinion in 
the US. against the resolution, Her- 
zog replied “Ask Dinitz" — a re 
mark which earned him severe cri- 
ticism from several ministers at 
the Cabinet meeting. 


In his cable to Allon yesterday, 


Herzog said he had been “shocked” 
to learn from Israel Radio that his 
remarks had been interpreted in 
Israel as an attack on the embassy 
in Washington or on Ambassador 
Dinitz. In fact, he had “not said 
anything like that.” 

Herzog did not refer in his cable 
to his criticism of American Jew. 
ry’s “passivity’ — for which he 
has also been sharply attacked, both 
here and in the U.S. He is expected 
to be asked for further “clarifica- 
tions" on this issue, but Allon has 
turned down suggestions that Her. 
zog be demonstratively summoned 
home and “carpeted.” 

Last night Allon asserted that 
Herzcg was “misunderstood, maybe 
even misquoted” in his address be- 
fore the Presidents’ Conference. “He 
didn't criticize Jewish institutions 
in the U.S. or the Israel Govern- 
ment cr his colleagues in Wash- 
ington. He said that the Jewish 
masses were not active enough,” 
explained Allon, in the counterat- 
tack against the anti-Zionist vote 
in the UN. “Maybe Antbassador

Arab defeat of Israel 
remains impossible 


CAIRO (UPI). — An American mi- 
itary analyst said yesterday he siw 
mo possibility of an Arab victory 
over the Israelis “in the next 10 
to 20 years” but warned Israel to 
seek peace now or “it may be too 

Addressing the International Sym- 
posium on the October, 1973, war, 
Col. Trevor Ν. Dupuy, of Dunn Lo- 
ring, Virginia, praised the high qua- 
lity of the Israel! forces and drew 
two conclusions from the Middle 
East conflict two years ago. 

“I do not see the possibility of 
any decisive Arab military success 
over the Israelis in the next 10 or 
20 years," he said in drawing a

“I am certain that Israeli qua- 
lity, combined with an impressive 
marshalling of quantity by 4 amali 
nation, will retain the ascendancy 
militarily for many years to come,” 
he said. 

But looking farther ahead to the 
future and using 85 an example the 
Soviet Union's ability to defeat a 
superior German in World 
War II Dupuy said, “..It behooves 
the Israelis to seek a lasting peace 
while their military quality is stil 
supreme, If they wait too long, it

Aspects of the Israel-Arab Con- 
flict im Jerusalem earlier this 
month, was one of several speakers 
during the first day of the sym- 
posium at Cairo University.

French literary passions 
-explode in violence 


PARIS (Reuter). — Cultural 
passtons over the Prix Goncourt, 
France's most coveted Hterary 
prize, have always been heated. 
Now they have exploded in vio- 
lence. 4 

A petrol bomb went off on 
Sunday outside the home of wri. 
ter Francoise Maillet-Joris, a 
member of the 6 Gon- 
court Committee, which selects 
the annual prize winner and has 
in the past been criticized for its 
choice. Last week, another com- 
mittee member, Michel Tournier, 
had paint poured over his head 
after he left. the restaurant 
where the prize-giving ceremony 
is always held, 

A petrol-filled bottle was set 
alight next to a gas pipe at 
Mailet-Joris’ home, but firemen 
quickly brought the blaze under 
control and no one was hurt. 
Tracts were found on the stair- 
case proclaiming “free the Gon- 


court. Goncourt corruption. First 
warning.” 


This year’s winner of the Prix 
Goncourt will be announced in 
three weeks’ time. First awarded 
in 1908, the prize has gone to 
‘such writers as Marcel Proust 
and Andre Malraux. . 


Its monetary value is now mi- 


‘ nimal, 50 francs (about 175), 


and most winners simply frame 
the cheque. But the prestige the 
prize brings is enormous. Last 
year’s winner, Pascal Laine, said: 
“There are intrigues and pres- 
sures on the jury. Each member 
is a writer and the publisher 
puts pressure on him.” Winning 
the prize guarantees large sales. 
Writer Jean Edern Hallier has 
charged that the award is gov- 
erned by capitalist interests often 
ignoring the most worthy wri- 
ters. The Goncourt, he said in a 
preface to a recent book, had be- 
come “a publishers’ prisoner.” 


20 years of. neutrality 


VIENNA. Austria this week 
marked the 20th anniversary of its 
status of permanent neutrality be- 
tween Hast and West. 

The Austrian Parliament adopted 
the law on October 26, 1955, after 
10 years of occupation by the “Big 
Four” — the U.S., Britain, USSR 
and France. 

The restoration of an independent 
Austria was not possible until 
February 1955, when the then So- 
viet Foreign Minister Molotov said 
allied forces could be withdrawn — 
provided the Austrians offered suf- 
ficient guarantees against a new 
“Anschiuss” (union with Germany). 

Austria’s neutrality, patterned on 
the Swiss model, became a reality 
after the wartime allies withdrew 
the last of thelr forces and Parlla- 
ment approved the “Law of Neutra- 
lity.” 

Austria’s neutral status has since 
been universally recognized. It has 
taken its own specific shape. Aus- 
tria, for instance, unlike Switzer- 
land is an active member of the 
United Nations, and has also served 
@ term 85 8. member of the UN 
Security Council, proving that it 


takes positions, on important issues 
affecting world peace. The accent 
js on “active neutrality’ and the 
use of a neutral position to promote 
international cooperation, under- 
Standing and peace.

U.S. reasserts athletic might 


which will go into the books as 
another demonstration of athletic 
might by the U.S. closed on Sun- 
day with a programme of drama- 
tic fireworks and a coloured flood- 
light show at darkened Azteca 
Stadium, in Mexico City. 

It was just as well the lights 
were supposed to be out in the 
105,000-seat stadium for the cere- 
mony, since most burned out the 
night ‘before in the middle of a 
crucial soccer game. That kind of 
problem was typical of these games. 

Ἐπὶ the one halimark achieve- 
ment there was by the highly fa- 
vauored U.S. After a spluttering 
start that found the Americans 
trailing ‘the ambitious Cubans, the 
young U.S. athietes, some of them 
barely in their teens, turned on the 
power. The American swimmers, 
branded by critics within their 
own country ag weak and second- 
rate, crushed the opposition, win- 
ning all but two of 29 gold medals 
-- the most ever by any team in 
these quadrennial Western Hemi- 
aphere games. 

And even though the American 
track team absorbed most of the 
criticism for Cuba's fast start, 18 
ended up with 19 golds in the 37 
events, 

The Americans won the final gold 
of the games, in the equestrian 


Grand Prix of Nations, to bring ἡ 


their gold-silver-bronze medal count 
to 116-83-48 for a 247 total, one 
of the strongest showings ever in 
the history of traditional U.S. do- 
minance in these games, Cuba, 
which finished strong with seven 
of 11 boxing gold medals on Satur- 
day, had 58 golds, 46 silver and 
29 bronze. Canada had 18-35-39, 
Mexico 8-13-38, and Brazil 7-13-23. 

The top individual performer in 
the games was U.S. Army Sgt. 
Herschel Anderzon who amassed 
four gold medals and two silvers in 
the shooting competition. Two swim- 
mers, Kathy Heddy and Kim Pey- 
ton, matched Anderson's gold me- 
dal reap with four apiece. 


TENNIS 


UNORTHODOX Harold Solomon 
beat fellow American Alex Mayer 
6-2, 7-6, 7-5 on Sunday and won 
the $7,000 first prize in a $46,000 
indoor tennis tournament in Perth, 
Australia. 

Solomon, lacking a big serve and 
power in many of his strokes, hit 
the ball back with monotonous re- 
gularity, He tamed the normally 
aggressive and sometimes volatile 
Mayer by hitting from corner to 
corner and then up the middle to 
test his opponent's patience and 
concentration. When Mayer rushed 
the net in an effort to force the 
pace, Solomon produced his best 
shot — a deadly backhand cross- 
court passing winner. 

During the seven-day tournament, 
Solomon featured in some painstak- 
ing but tactically successful base- 
line rallies with up to 50 shots

ISRAEL AIRCRAFT INDUSTRIES 
(LAI) is under fire again, in the wake 
of rumours of a critical report (still 
under wraps) by the State Comp- 
troller. 

Yet the board of IAI has just ap- 
proved a balance-sheet for the last 
fiscal year which shows a turnover 
of 1L1,200m., exports of $83m.. and 
an after-tax profit of IL20m. 

This year, turnover could reach 
IL2,000m. and exports over $50m. — 
but for a blow from another quarter. 
Faced with budgetary constraints, 
the Defence Ministry is slashing its 
orders, and expects the company to 
dismiss 3,000 workers, or 15 per cent 
of its 18,500-man staff. 

The Ministry's brusque decision 
bas a flavour of impulsiveness. LAI 
possesses ἃ flexible export potential. 
Kfir jets not wanted at home could 
be marketed abroad. If the defence 
sector has no funds with which to buy 
the company's products, working 
capital should be made available 
from other sources to finance their 
sale overseas for vatuia. 

The loan in question is gigantic, 
admittedly. A figure of IL220m. has 
been mentioned. But that is the size 
of the operation. Misdirected 
economy cuts can kill the goose that 
lays the golden eggs. 


THE ARGUMENT for giving IAT its 
head is hampered by naggitig doubts 
as to whether Israel's biggest single 
industrial concern is profitable or 
not. Comment has been focused 
(repeatedly) on the one section that 
can be checked — JAI's entry into 
civilian skies —. notable the trade in. 
re-conditioned four-engined jets, the 
Manufacture of a new personnel 
carrier called the Arava, and of an 
executive plane called the Westwind. 

. The idea of re-conditioning used 
Boeings, though Iambasted in the 
press at the time, has proved 
thoroughly successful. The 13 air- 


* eraft originally purchased yielded a 


profit on re-sale of ILj4m. Another 10 
have been processed and sold since 
then. All are serviced to this day by 
IAI, for a fee — “‘a fleet twice as big 
ag ἘΠ Al," 2 senior official observes. 

The Arava is being produced at 
the rate of 214 planes a month. Out- 
put will reach three a month, star- 
ting in November — all for export. 
Orders are on hand for 40 units, 
management reports. The Westwind 
has been recently modified, and cer- 


. tification is due next March. Of the 


older model (the 1123), 36 were 
produced, and 31 sold. There are still 
five to dispose of. 

The new model, the 1124, wilJ have 
five units for sale by April 1. Regular 
production will start then, at the rate 
of two 8 month. Eight orders are 
already booked. 

The Arava sells for $900,000, the 
Westwind for $1,700,000. Including 
spares, this line of business should 
net, if all goes well, a steady $80m. of 
foreign currency per annum,’ once 
sales are in full swing. 

_ But though the State Comp- 
troller's report on LAT is not released 


syet, there is no secret about the 


aspect which has evoked his 
criticism. The sale of the Arava and 
the Westwind will not recoup all the 
outlay made on the investment. 


BUSINESS INVESTMENT in Israel 
generally refers to the purchase of 
factory space and equipment. The 
aircraft industry has another ex- 
pense, which is normally dealt with 
differently, and to which Israelis are 
not accustomed: research and 
development. 

The point about R. and D. is that it 
tends to be imponderable. On the 
costs side you cannot foretell how 
many ‘“‘yards’’ or ‘‘kilos’' of 
research must be ‘‘bought'’ to 
produce a modern, newly-designed 


. aeroplane. On the earnings side, it is 


hard to measure the proportion of 
gain attributable to R. and Ὁ. It 
tends to have a cumulative effect. 
Without the experience gained in 
developing the Arava and the 
Westwind, it is said, the Kfir could 
not have been made. in fact, “they 
were the building blocks of the Kfir,"" 
Al Schwimmer, President of IAI, 


maintains. 


It 18 therefore not uncommon 
among foreign companies to credit 
outlays on R. and D. to general ex- 
penses, instead of linking them ( for 
costing purposes) to a specific pro- 
ject. They can be seen as a kind of 


IAI assembly plant. 


overhead. This is the way IAI 
chooses to treat them. The State 
Comptroller may prove less in- 
dulgent. 

The sums involved are con- 
siderable. Expenses on R. and D. for 
the Arava amounted to IL60m.; on 
the Westwind 1123 to IL23m.; and on 
the Westwind 1124 to IL27m.,. with 
another IL33m. to come. That makes 
1L.143m. in ail. 

Then there are what are called 
“excessive production costs." Not 
only does an aircraft take a long 
time to build. A long production 
series is needed before the operation 
breaks even. Tables by the Rand 
Institute show that if the ‘learning 
curve" for 2 certain production item 
is 80 per cent, then the enterprise 
will need, let us say, 100 hours of 
work to produce the first unit, 80 
hours to produce the second, 64 hours 
to produce the third, 51 hours to 
produce the eighth, 41 hours to 
produce the sixteenth, 23 hours to 
produce the hundredth. 

The input for hundred units 
averages (for the whole series) 33 
hours of work per unit; and a figure 
like that has to be the cost factor for 
reckoning price. It follows that the 
first two dozen units (in this case, 
planes) are sold at a joss. That also 
can be calculated: up to March 31, 
1975, excessive production costs. 
totalled IL46m. on the Arava, and 
ILi1m. on the Westwind. The deficit 
is additional to what was incurred on 
R. and D. . 
CAN ALL THIS be amortized? Even 
on an optimistic prediction of sales, 
the cost of the R. and D. put into the 
Arava cannot be recovered. The 
company admits that. The sum 
amounts to 1L60m., and will have to 
be written off; but its production 
costs can allegedly be met. As to the 
Westwind, all costs can be met, in- 
eluding R. and D. — provided sales 
eventuate as expected. 

According to Dan Mozes, Vice- 
President and Corporate Comp- 
trolier of IAI, an export of 120 
Westwinds (36 of the 1123, with 31 
already sold; and 84 of the new ver- 
sion, the 1124) will be sufficient to 
eliminate all deficits accumulated 
on this model. There should be a net 
profit on every further unit sold; 
provided, again, that no further 
development work is needed by then. 

As concerns the Arava, the sale of 
the 21st unit will cover the plane's 
direct production costs, the 41st will 
in addition cover current interest 
and marketing expenses, and the 
76th will start repaying ‘‘excessive 
production costs"”’ incurred over the 
first twenty planes. By the time 220 
planes are marketed, all outlays will 

ave been recovered — saving 
always the R. and D.

~ Device purifies ground water 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
BEERSHEBA. — The Research and 
Development Authority of the Ben- 
Gurion University last week an- 
nounced the development of a new 
system for the removal of poisonous 
materials from ground water. 

The process removes nitrates 
from the water, exchanging them 
with non-poisonous substances and 
uses sea water instead of artificial 
salt solutions, making the process 
Jess expensive and more efficient, 
according to the developers. 

In agricultural areas where 
chemical fertilizers are used, the 
concentrations of nitrates in the 
ground water increases cumulative- 
ly with time. In certain concen- 
trations these nitrates prohibit the 
industrial use of ground water. In, 
larger concentrations the water 
becomes dangerous, particularly for 
children, and is prohibited for use by 
the canned food industries. Scien- 
tists say that the nitrates attack the 


tin covering of canned foods, causing } . 


bubbling in the cans and destroying 
the contents. 

‘The new system was developed by 
Prof. Emmanuel Korngold. who sald 
that a pilot device for the removal of 


“nitrates from the water was set up at 


the Pri-Taim factory in Haifa. The 


device has heen in operation for 


. more than a year. The system should 


prove especially important to the 
coastel and central’ areas of the 
country where the concentration of 
nitrates in the ground water is 
heavy. ι 

The procedure for testing the 
levels of nitrate concentrations was 
developed by Eugene Szekely. Both 
scientists are members of the Divi- 
sion of Membranes and Ion Ex- 
change at the Research and 
Development Authority of Ben- 
Gurion University. 
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IL40m. is written off, it will still take 
five or six years to bring the whole 
project into the black. The time will 
be shorter, of course, if the pace of 
production is stepped up.

Everything depends on how the. 


sales projection pans out. If the two 
Israeli models do win a steady 
market, then a number of points will 
have to be taken into account. First, 
during the last few years the Govern- 
ment has undertaken to finance half 
the R. and D. costs of all industrial 


plants. It has not done that for LAT | 


(save for a one-time grant of 
1Li0m.}. 

Second, if the company does sell 
120 Westwinds and 220 Aravas (ad- 
mittedly an ambitious target) τ will 
have -earned close -to $400m. at 
today's prices, nearly half of it add- 
ed value. The whole deal will com- 
prise a loss, on research ¢osts, of 


only TL60m.; and half of that could . 


legitimately be chalked up to the 
Government, as stated above. 

Third, the company has in fact 
already amortized the whole of the 
1L60m. — out of profits earned over 
all its operations. So there is no debt 
to be covered by the taxpayer. Con- 
sidering that 90 per cent of LAI's out- 
put for the Defence Ministry is pric- 
ed at less than the cheapest com- 
peting foreign product, the company 
can claim that its profits are 
genuine; therefore, whatever 
costs were incurred in the manvfac- 
ture of civil aircraft can reasonably 
be seen as its own business. 


WHAT REMAINS is the problem of 
financing a bigger export 
programme, since reduced defence 
orders will liberate spare capacity. 
The bottleneck is working capital — 
and the company would need less of 
that if its chief customer, the 
Defence Ministry, only paid its 
debts. IAI is competitive on price. It 
can produce commodities that are in 
demand. 

And there is a third advantage. An 
unsold consignment of cloth or 
plywood is likely to gather dust on 
the warehouse shelves. An unsold 
Kfir airjet will always be snatched 
up gladly — by the Israel Defence 
Forces.

But overreaction then followed in Jerusalem. The Cabinet.

But by publicly rebuking 
its own Ambassador, and by Justice Minister Haim Zadok even 
suggesting that Mr. Herzog be summoned home to “explain” 
his statements, the Cabinet itself merely reopened wounds that

Tf any lesson is to be learned from this unfortunate episode,

Federal Reserve were broken by 
the other explosion. 

A spokesman at the State De- 
partment in Washington said da- 
mage there was believed caused 
by one bomb. He said he had no 
immediate explanation for earlier 
repsrts fram security personnel 
that four blasts occurred. 

The blast at the State Department 
shattered 20 windows and blew a 
small hole in the wall of the seven- 
storey building. Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger said the bombing 
war “completely senseless.”

In New York, Danny Mizeesko, 
19, 8. security guard at a West 
Side branch of the First National 
City Bank, heard one of the ex- 
plosions and ran outside. He was 
standing 10 metres away when a 
bomb exploded in front of his won 
bullding. 

Shortly after the first: blasts, a 
woman called the Associated Press 
ia New York to say that the FALN 
was responsible for the blasts.

AS AN IDEA, it has a certain 
eccentric charm: a Moslem 
monarch leading a third of a 
million of his civilian subjects 
into the desert to reclaim the 
national heritage from the In- 
fidels. It is going to be peaceful, 
too, according to Morocco's King 
Hassan: “No tyrant, not even 
one totally devoid of faith, would 
dare to give an order to fire on 
350,000 persons without arms.

- It is not really like that at all, 
of course. The Moroccan King's 
announcement on October 16 
was prompted by the Inter- 
national Court’s decision that 
the inhabitants of the Spanish 
Sahara should be allowed to 
choose their future by referen- 
dum, thus rejecting Morocco's 
demand that Spain should simp- 
ly hand the territory over to 
Rabat. The march is actually a 
highly organized state under- 
taking, with 10,000 organizers 
and 8,000 vehicles to ferry the 
volunteer marchers into the 
desert from the starting point in 
southern Morocco. 

Morocco’s real opponents, 
however, are not the hapless 
Spaniards but the Algerians, and 
King Hassan warned darkly that 
“if we meet any forces other 
than Spanish forces, we will 
resort to self-defence." There 
are all the makings for a 
smallish war between Algeria 
and Morocco if neither Rabat 
nor Algiers alters course in the 
next week or 50. 

Algeria and Morocco have 
already fought one brief war in 
1968, over the Tindouf iron mines 
in’ the south-west corner of 
Algeria near the Spanish 
Saharan border. Aigeria came 
off best in it, but, though the two 
countries ostensibly made up the 
quarrel, Morocco has repeatedly 
stalled on an agreement to build 


the Algerians a route to the sea 
across the southern tip of Moroc- 
co. , 
That is one major reason why 
the Algerians are now so eager 
to see Spanish Sahara as an in- 
dependent and friendly country: 
to get a short route to the Atlan- 
tic for their iron ore. Beyond 
that, however, there is a bone- 
deep hostility between the 
revolutionary Algerian regime 
and the Moroccan monarchy. 


CAUGHT IN THE MIDDLE are 
the Spaniards, whose modest 
project had been merely to give 
their Saharan colony iu- 
dependence under a tame and 
friendly government.of conser- 
vative sheikhs, in order to 
protect their huge investment in 
phosphate mining in the 
territory. But when they an- 
nounced last year that they 
would hold a referendum on in- 
dependence, all of Spanish 
Sahara's Moslem neighbours 
suddenly got very busy. 

The Algerians, with Libyan 
backing, began to organize a 
rival, anti-Spanish independence
